Before giving the details of the financial operations of the 
Commonwealth for the year ending Dec. 31, 1890, 1 furnish 
a general statement of the more important transactions, with 
a review of the condition of the debt, and sinking and other 
funds. 

The Public Debt. 

The total amount of the regular funded debt of the Com- 
monwealth on the 31st of December, 1889, was $25,521,- 
287.85. The total amount of regular funded debt Dec. 31, 
1890, was $25,011,158.30. There has fallen due and been paid 
during the year, the Southern Vermont Kailroad loan, 
amounting to $200,000; and $305,129.55 of the Troy and 
Greenfield Railroad loan, which matured in April and 
October. The unpaid balance of $5,000 of the coast defence 
loan has also been presented and paid. These payments 
have been made, of course, from the sinking funds of the 
respective loans. 

The debt has been increased by the balance of the State 
House construction loan, amounting to $600,000, which was 
placed at the close of the last fiscal year, but the money was 
not received in season to appear in the accounts for 1889. 
Of the entire State House construction loan, however 
($2,500,000), only $397,481.82 had been expended Decem-' 
ber 31, the balance, amounting to $2,102,218.18, remaining 
in the treasury or loaned on short time, and available to 
meet the demands of construction. 

There has also been added to the nominal debt, during the 
year, the sum of $3,000,000, borrowed under chapter 439 of 
the Acts of 1889, to provide for the construction of the Met- 
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ropolitan Sewerage System. I say *' Dominal " debt, because 
the several cities and towns in the system are taxed each 
year a sufficient amount to provide for the sinking fund to 
meet the loan at maturity, and also to pay the interest ; and 
the loan is not, therefore, a part of the " regular debt" of 
the Commonwealth. The amount authorized to be borrowed 
under this act was five million dollars ; but, as the money 
was not needed, I have thought best to postpone offering the 
rest of the bonds. Of the three million dollars received on 
this loan, there had been expended, on the 31st of December, 
but $374,802.54, the balance being on deposit to meet the 
demands of construction, or loaned on short-time securities. 
Under the authority of the law providing for the armory 
loan, there has been borrowed also, during the year, the sum 
of forty thousand dollars for the use of the city^ of Fitchburg ; 
but this is only a nominal addition to the State debt, the 
city of Fitchburg being taxable annually to meet the sinking 
fund requirements and interest. 

The Sewerage Loan. 

Proposals for two million dollars of the Metropolitan sew- 
erage loan were asked for by public advertisement, bids to 
be opened on the second of April, 1890. But two bidders 
appeared, and the bonds were awarded as follows : — 



1500,000 at 103.02 and interest. 
600,000 at 102.327 and interest. 



$500,000 at 102.40 and interest. 
500,000 at 101.77 and interest. 



Subsequently at various times another million dollars of 
the bonds were sold to the original bidders, as follows : — 

$700,000 at 103 and interest. | $300,000 at 104 and interest. 

This makes the loan stand, on the average, at an interest 
cost of a little over 2| per cent, to the Commonwealth. 



Temporary Loans. 

The growing stringency of the money market and increased 
rates of interest, together with the large amounts of available 
money in the treasury, the product of the State House 
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and Sewerage loans, rendered it expedient to borrow money 
in anticipation of revenue from these loans, rather than to go 
into the open market. Since the money was borrowed in 
sums of a quarter of a million dollars, as the revenue cash 
in the treasury was from time to time found nearly exhausted, 
the loans are interesting, as showing when this borrowing 
power is necessary to be used. The temporary loans to 
revenue were as follows : —

The rate of interest allowed to the loans by '* revenue" 
was 3 per cent. I do not think it would be wise to borrow 
from the sinking funds '' in anticipation of revenue," except 
under extraordinary circumstances. But I see no objection 
to borrowing temporarily from funds belonging to a loan 
which are simply lying in the treasury awaiting use. 

As will be seen by figures elsewhere that part of the 
public debt payable between now and 1900 matures as 
follows : —

Unless some new indebtedness is created, the only funded 
obligation which will exist after 1900, which is to be met by 
the Commonwealth directly, will be the State House loan, 
amounting in all to $3,130,000; the armory and sewerage 
loans, as I have indicated, being provided for by taxing the 
cities and towns benefited thereby for the annual sinking 
fund requirements. 
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The Sinking Funds. 

The amounts in the several sinking funds of the part of the 
debt maturing in 1900 or earlier, on the 31st of December, 
1890, with the amounts of the several loans still unpaid, are

It will be seen by the above figures that the Boston, 
Hartford & Erie loan, which is not to be paid until 1900, is 
already more than met by its sinking fund, and its earnings 
for the year 1890 were about $166,000. As this fund has 
nine years more to run, its earnings, if undisturbed, would 
give the fund say a million and a half dollars or more sur- 
plus. The prison and hospital loan, however, exceeds its 
sinking fund by over two million dollars, and it has to be 
paid as follows : — 

$900,000 00 in 1894 

2,049,355 50 " 1895 

800,000 00 . " 1896 

150,000 00 " 1897 

It will be seen by thi^ that something must be done to 
increase this sinking fund ; and I recommend that such sur- 
plus as may be anticipated from the Hartford & Erie and 
other funds may be applied to this purpose, under such pro- 
visions as the General Court may deem wise. The income 
of the fund at present is its own earnings, which amounted 
for 1890 to $66,109.66; the proceeds of sales of hospital 
lands belonging to the State, which are insignificant ; and the 
sum of $60,000 a year from revenue, under chapter 255 of the 
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Acts of 1884. I think that, by proper management, the 
other sinking funds may be made to furnish the necessary 
increase without impairing their ability to meet the obliga- 
tions which they were designed to provide for. 

The law authorizing the loan of $630,000 to purchase land 
for the State House extension, did not provide for the estab- 
lishment of a sinking fund to meet said loan at maturity. 
The bonds mature July 1, 1901. I think it would be good 
policy to establish such a sinking fund, thus spreading the 
indebtedness over the entire period, rather than to add so 
much to the taxes of a single year. 

The School Fund. 

An act was passed by the last Legislature (chapter 335, 
Acts of 1890), providing that " any money which may here- 
after be received into the treasury from the general govern- 
ment, the disposition of which is not otherwise provided for, 
shall be paid into the school fund." it was expected that a 
considerable amount might be received under what is com- 
monly known as the ''direct tax" bill, which had passed 
one house of Congress ; but this has failed to become a law. 
There has been received, however, during the year, the sum 
of $19,671.33 net, on account of unsettled war claims against 
the United States, which amount was added to the school 
fund. Any course which shall increase this fund, without 
interfering with the sinking funds or adding to the State tax, 
I think should be adopted ; and it may be that the several 
sinking funds may in the end yield a surplus which could 
properly be added to the school fund. ^ 

Trust Deposits. 

The matter of trust deposits in the treasury, under recent 
legislation, has become of great importance. These deposits 
are required of certain insurance companies, beneficiary 
corporations, endowment associations, and foreign co-opera- 
tive banks. The aggregate amount of these deposits on the 
31st of December, 1889, was $1,759,456.13. The amount 
on the 31st of December, 1890, was $3,094,464.88. This 
adds not only a very heavy responsibility to the treasurer, 
who is accountable for these deposits, as for those which 
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belong to the Commonwealth, but the vast amount of detail 
involved in the constant changes, the furnishing of certificates 
of deposit, the collection of income on the securities deposited, 
the book-keeping of so large and varied accounts, together 
with almost innumerable inquiries from persons all over the 
country as to these deposits and the organizations making 
them, is an almost intolerable burden, when added to the 
regular work of the oiEce in the care of the legitimate finan- 
cial business of the Commonwealth. The fact that these 
organizations are authorized to deposit first mortgages of 
real estate in the Commonwealth ; that such mortgages have 
to be assigned to the treasurer and receiver-genei'al in trust ; 
that the interest must be collected by this department, and 
that, when a mortgage matures, or is withdrawn to be 
replaced by some other security, it must be formally reas- 
signed ; and that a large amount of detail is involved in 
carrying out the provisions of the law, — all this causes an 
increase of labor and care which will necessitate the provision 
for additional assistance, in order that the regular business 
of the department may not be hindered. These deposits, 
especially of the ''fraternal beneficiary corporations," are 
rapidly increasing, month by month, and will continue so to 
do as long as the organizations are allowed to exist and do 
business. 

I therefore recommend that the treasurer be given author- 
ity to appoint a competent clerk, to be known as trust fund 
clerk, at an adequate salary, to have the charge of these 
deposits, under the treasurer; and that the expense incident 
to such clerkship be assessed, upon an equitable basis, upon 
the several organizations making the deposits. This course 
would entail but a slight expense upon the organizations ; 
and, as the supervision which the State gives them is for 
their own benefit, thej^ should, and no doubt would, be 
willing to pay what it costs. 

Weights and Measures. 

Under chapter 426 of the Acts of 1890, the deputy sealer 
of weights and measures was given certain new duties, and 
a general and careful examination of the condition of the 
standards in the several cities and towns was provided for. 
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A good beginning has been made in this important work, for 
details concerning which I refer to the report of the deputy 
sealer. So far the local authorities have manifested a hearty 
sympathy with the purposes of the law. 

Other Matters. 

The cases as to the corporation tax of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company and the Williamstown bonds are still in 
the hands of the attorney-general. 

The suit against the Fitchburg Railroad for rent of the 
Southern Vermont Eailroad has been decided in favor of the 
Commonwealth, and judgment entered. The road itself has 
been sold, under direction of the Governor and Council, to 
the Fitchburg Railroad, for the sum of $175,000, payment 
being made in thirty-year 4 per cent, bonds of the Fitch- 
burg road, and the same were put into the Troy and Green- 
field Railroad sinking fund. 

The act passed last year, separating the oiEce of tax 
commissioner from that of treasurer and receiver-general, 
and devolving upon the former office the assessment of all 
taxes assessed by the Commonwealth, has resulted in great 
advantage to both departments, and has removed an anomaly 
which was as confusing as its origin was inexplicable. 

Herewith are furnished detailed statements of the transac- 
tions of this department for the year, and of the condition of 
the funds and accounts.
